This unit has two audio input terminals. You can input analogue stereo audio signals from 

extra devices such as VCD, CD, VCR, MP3 player, etc. 

Use the audio cable to connect the input terminal LINE IN/AUDIO IN on the top panel/on the 
unit, press [SOURCE] button to switch to the LINE IN/AUDIO IN mode when the display screen on 
the unit appear "LINE/AU" 


True Wireless(TWS)connection 

1.Switch both hi-fi systems in BT(Bluetooth)mode. 

2.Press and hold the TWS/PARTY CHAIN button on both the speakers. Both units will scroll 
display "PARTY SELECT". 

3.Press 144 / >> 1 button to select between HOST and SLAVE for each unit. 

4.Enable your Bluetooth device and make sure it is searching mode. 

5.Select"HP120" and enter "0000" for the password if necessary. 

6.The master speaker will receive as the left channel during TWS and will receive the Bluetooth 
signal, the other speaker will receive as the right channel to play music. 

*(Press and hold the TWS/PARTY CHAIN button to disconnect the TWS connection.)

Basic Operation 


Standby/ON 


When you first connect the unit to the main socket, the unit will be in STANDBY mode. The POWER 
indicator will light up red. 


Press the SOURCE button on the unit to switch the main unit ON / OFF. 
Disconnect the main plug from the main socket if you want to switch the unit off completely. 


When there is no input signal from the unit more than 15 minutes, it will switch to Standby mode 
automatically. 


Select Modes 


Press the SOURCE button on the unit to select the play function Bluetooth ‚LINE IN ‚AUDIO IN,USB 
and TUNER mode. 


Adjust the Volume 


Turn the VOL+/VOL- dial on the unit to adjust the volume. 


Preset Egualizer 


Press the EO button repeatedly to select: ROCK-JAZZ-SAMBA-POP--BALANCE-FUNK when playing 
music 


Bass settings 


Press BASS button to select BASS ON/ BASS OFF 


Adjust the LED light 


A W N — 


Press repeatedly to switch the different lighting modes of LED indicator light on the speaker 
(such as LEd1,LEd2,LEd3,LEd4,LEd5,LEd6,LEd7 and LEd OFF). 


Use the light knob to adjust the different lighting colours of LED indicator light on the 
speaker in LEd1 , LEd2 or LEd3 lighting mode. 


LINE IN Operation 


Ensure that the unit is connected to the TV or the other audio devices. 
Press the SOURCE button on the unit to select the LINE IN mode. 
Operate your audio device directly for playback features. 

Press the VOL +/- button to adjust the volume to your desired level. 


FM Radio Operation 


Press SOURCE button repeatedly to select the tuner source. The display will show” TUNER”. 


TUNING in a Station 

Auto Tuning 
1 Press and hold m111 button to start auto tuning. Pressp=11 button again to stop the auto tuning. 
2 The searched radio stations will be stored as preset stations. 

Note: The search may not stop at a station with a very weak signal. 


Manual Tuning 

Press and hold 144 or >> I button to start the forward or reverse scanning. The display will show 
the freguency being searched. Once a station has been found, the scanning will stop automatically 
to change the freguency until you find the station you want. 


Bluetooth Operation 


Pair Bluetooth-enabled Devices 


The first time you connect your Bluetooth device to this player, you need to pair your device to this player. 

Note: 

- The operational range between this player and a Bluetooth device is approximately 8 meters (without 
any object between the Bluetooth device and the unit). 

- Before you connect a Bluetooth device to this unit, ensure you know the device's capabilities. 

- Compatibility with all Bluetooth devices is not guaranteed. 

- Any obstacle between this unit and a Bluetooth device can reduce the operational range. 

- Ifthe signal strength is weak, your Bluetooth receiver may disconnect, but it will re-enter pairing 
mode automatically. 

1 Press the SOURCE on the unit to select Bluetooth mode. 

2 The word“NO bt” will be shown on the display screen, the system has entered pairing mode. 

3 Activate your Bluetooth device and select the search mode. “HP120" will appear on your Bluetooth. 

4  Select“HP120" in the pairing list, the system is successfully connected and the word 
“bt” will be shown on the display screen. 

5 Begin playing music from the connected Bluetooth device. 

To disconnect the Bluetooth function, you can: 

- Switch to another function on the unit. 

- Disable the Bluetooth function on your device. 


- Press and hold the” $ “button on the unit.

+ Enter "0000" for the password if necessary. 


+ |f no other Bluetooth device pairs with this player in 2 minutes, the player will reconnect to the 
previous connection. 


+ The player will also be disconnected when your device is moved beyond the operational range.

Charging from the USB Port 


The Charging «= 5V 77 2.1A socket is designed for charging mobile devices(e.g. Mp3 player, mobile 
phone, etc). It supplies 5V DC at a charging current up to 2100mA(2.1A). 

Use a USB cable (not included) to connect mobile device to Charging = 5V === 2.1A Socket of the 
unit and the mobile device will start charging. 
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Troubleshooting

No power

Ensure that the AC cord is properly connected. 
Ensure that there is power at the AC outlet. 
Press standby button on the speaker. 


No sound 


Increase the volume. 

Press source button to select a different input source. 

When using either of the Digital input, if there is no audio: 

- Try setting the TV output to PCM or 

- Connect directly to your Blu-ray/other source, some TVs do not pass through digital audio. 

Your TV may be set to variable audio output. Confirm that the audio output setting is set to FIXED or 
STANDARD, not VARIABLE. Consult your TV's user manual for more detailed informations. 

If using Bluetooth, ensure that the volume on your source device is turned up and that the device is 
not muted. 


I hear buzzing or humming 


Ensure all cables and wires are securely connected. 

Connect a different source device (TV, Blu-ray player, etc) to see if the buzzing persists. If it does not, 
the problem may be with the original device. 

Connect your device to a different input on the speaker.
